Ttie tw'o b atteries were dischargtxi 
stamitaneously, and now b egan a run- 
al« g fight of near an hour’s duration. 
Tile guns were serv ed on the Ran­ 
dolph with the desperate rapidity of 
men who, awfully pressed for time, 
had ab andoned hope and only fought 
to cripple and delay b efore th(‘y were 
siieneed; those on the Yarmouth,^ on 
the contrary, were fired with much 
more deliÌK*rntion and did dreadful 
execution. 
The different guns were 
disab led on the Uandolpli b y heav y 
whot; adjacent ports were knocked into 
one, tlK* sides shattered, b oats smash­ 
ed, rails kiuKkeHl to pieces, all of the 
weather shrouds cut, the niizzen mast 
carried away under the lop, and the 
wreck fell into the sea—fortunately on 
the lee side, tb e little b ody of men in 
the top going to a sudden death with 
the rest. 
The decks were slippery wiih b lood 
and plowe» i with plunging shot, which 
the superior height of the Yarmouth 
p{?rmitted to b e fired with deprwsed 
guns from an elev ation. 
Solid shot 
from the heav y main deck b atteries 
swept through and through the dev ot­ 
ed frigate; half the Randolph’s guns 
w’ere useless b ecause of the lack of 
men to serv e them; tb e coc’kpit ov er­ 
flowed with the wounded; tb e surgeon 
and his mates, cov ered with b lood, 
worked like b utchers in the steerage 
and finally in the ward room; dead and 
dying men lay where they fell; there 
were no hands to spare to take them 
b elow, no place In which 4 they could 
lie with safety, no immunity from the 
searching hail which drov e through 
ev ery part of tb e doomed ship. 
Still 
the men, cheered and encouraged b y 
their officers, stood to their guns and 
fought on. 
Presently the fore top­ 
mast went b y the b oard also as the 
long moments dragged aJong. Seymour 
was now’ lying on the quarter deck, a 
b ullet hav ing b roken his leg, another 
hav ing made a flesh wound in his arm. 
He had refused to go b elow to hav e 
his W’ounds dressed, and one of the 
midshipmen was kneeling b y b is side, 
applying such unskiliful b andages as 
he might to the two b leeding wounds. 
Nason had b een sent for and was in 
charge under Seymour’s direction. That 
young man. all his nerv ousness gone, 
was most ab ly seconding his dauntless 
captain. 
The tw’o ships were cov ered with 
smoke.

Taking adv antage of the smoke and 
of the weather gauge, the Yarmouth 
was suddenly headed for the Randolph, 
As the enormous b ows of the line of 
Imttle ship came slowly shov ing out of 
the smoke, towering ab ov e them, cov er­ 
ed with men, cutlass or b oarding pike in 
hand, Seymour discerned at once the 
purpose of the maneuv er. 
Raising 
himself upon his elb ow to b etter di­ 
rect the mov ement— 
“Ail hands repel b oarders!” b e shout­ 
ed, Ills v oice echoing through thè ship 
as pow’erfully as ev er. 
This was an unusual command, as 
it completely depriv ed the guns of 
their crews, b ut he rightly judged that 
It would take all tb e men they could 
muster to repel the coming attack, and 
none b ut the main deck guns of the 
Yarmouth would or could b e fired, for 
fear of b itting their ow'n men in the 
melee on the deck.

The men 
had reached that desperate condition 
w’hen they wased to think of odds, and 
like innddent'd b easts fought and rav ed 
and swore In the frenzy of the com­ 
b at. The thrice deeiiuatHl crew’ sprang 
aft, rallying iu the gangway to meet 
tb e shock, Nason at tlieir head, fol- 
low’ed close b y old Hentley, still un- 
w’ouMed. 
As the how of the Yar- 
mou*ti struck the Randolph with a 
crash, one or tw’O wonnded men, un 
ab le to take part In repelling the b oartl- 
ers. b ut stiil ab le to mov e, w’b o b ad re­ 
mained b eside the guns, exerted the 


remaining strength tliey possessed to 
discharge such of the itieces as b ore. In 
long raking shots, through the b ow of 
the liner; it was the last sound from 
their hot muzzles. 
The Yarmouth struck the Randolph 
just forw’ard of the mainmast. 
The 
men, sw’arming in dense masses on the 
rail and hanging ov er the b ow’sprit 
ready to leap, dropped on her deck at 
once with loud cheers. A sharj) v olley 
from the few’ marines left on the frig­ 
ate checked them for a moment, b ut 
they gathered themselv es together at 
once and. gallantly led, sj)rang aft, 
handling their pistols and pikes and 
wav ing their cuthisses. 
Nason w’as 
shot in a moment b y Hollins’ pistol, 
Beauchamp was cut in two b y a tre­ 
mendous sweep of the arm of the 
mighty Bentley, and the comb at b e­ 
came at once general. 
Slowly, b ut 
surely, the Americans w’cro pressed 
b ack, the gangways were cleared, tb e 
(luarter deck w’as gained. One b y one 
the b rav e defenders had fallen. 
The 
b attle was ab out ov er when Seymour 
notlctnl a man running out in the fore- 
yard of the Yarnjouth w’ith a hand 
grenade.

fell ov er l)ackw’ard on the rail mortally 
wounded.

I.('ss successful this time, he missed 
the man. who threw his grena» le down 
tlie hatchway. 
Seymour fainted from 
loss of b lood. 
“Back, men!

cartridg(‘s left i>y a dead pow’der b oy 
b efore the magazine.

b ack and up the sides and through the 
ports of their sliip with frantic b aste.
